It  affords  me  great  pleasure,  that  the  honoui  has  fallen  to  me  to 
present  to  you  the  90th  Annual  Report  ol  the  Medical  Officer  ol  Health 
lor  the  Borough  oi  | arrow  on  the  health  ol  the  Borough  and  the  work 
carried  out  lor  the  vear  1965. 

It  was  on  June  4th,  1S75  that  the  Borough  ol  Jarrow  was  incorpor- 
ated In  Charter,  with  Sir  Charles  Mark  Palmer  as  the  first  Mayor  and 
Dr.  |ohn  Spear  the  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  At  that  time  ihe 
population  was  22,000. 

Between  1875  and  1900  the  population  rose  dramatically  to  over 
41,000,  this  being  due  to  the  expansion  of  the  ship  building  industry  and 
the  iron  works,  which  alone  employed  over  10,000  men.  These  works 
were  one  of  the  largest  of  their  kind  in  England,  and  brought  prosperity 
to  Jarrow  . Unfortunately,  this  very  prosperity  tended  to  aggravate  the 
evils  of  that  period,  that  is  to  say,  overcrowding,  and  its  almost 
necessary  accompanyment,  drunkenness,  conditions  both  largely  influenc- 
ing infant  mortality. 

The  census  in  1901  showed  that  there  had  been  an  over  estimation 
of  population,  but  the  figure  of  37,000  lasted  until  after  the  1914-1918 
War,  when  the  lean  years  came  upon  us,  and  there  was  a considerable 
fall  in  population.  In  1946,  when  the  welfare  state  came  into  being  the 
figure  once  again  showed  a rise.  From  1960  however,  the  figures  have 
again  started  to  show  a fall,  but  this  is  due,  in  great  part,  to  the  exodus 
of  the  population  to  new  houses  in  the  “over-spill”  area  of  Boldon, 
necessitated  by  the  slum  clearance  programme,  and  I am  sure  the  pop- 
ulation figures  will  increase  in  the  coming  years  when  the  new  housing 
schemes  are  completed  in  the  Town  centre. 

Dr.  Spear  in  1875  wrote  “The  mortality  amongst  infants  differs 
widely  in  different  classes  of  society,  thus  in  the  upper  classes  a child  at 
the  time  of  its  birth,  owing  to  the  greater  care  it  will  receive,  and  the 
purer  atmosphere  in  which  it  will  live,  has,  other  things  being  equal,  a 
chance  about  three  times  as  great  of  surviving  the  first  year  of  its  life  as 
one  whose  parents  belong  to  the  so  called  working  population.  In  a town 
therefore  with  a population  composed  of  a very  large  proportional 
number  of  the  latter  class,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  infant  mortality  will 


fat*  correspondingly  high.  Although  this  in  part  may  account  for  the 
excess  which  is  exhibited  in  Jarrovv  as  compared  with  other  towns,  yet 
b does  not  affect  the  gravity  of  the  question,  considered  as  a whole  ; and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  children  who  survive — the  children  upon 
whose  alter  strength  and  vigor  the  welfare,  perhaps  even  the  existence 
of  the  country  will  depend — exposed  to  the  same  influences  that  prove  so 
latal  to  their  fellows,  cannot  he  expected  to  escape  without  many  deep 
and  disabling  wounds — disabling  perhaps  to  the  day  of  their  death — the 
question  becomes  at  once  of  the  first  national  importance;  and  one 
endowed  with  special  interest  to  a Sanitary  Authority  whose  chief  aim 
should  be  to  have  a healthy  and  vigorous  population  beneath  its  rule. 
1 believe  the  shocking  waste  of  life  and  health  amongst  certain  classes  of 
the  population  is  due  to  causes  wholly  removable  by  proper  sanitary 
measures,  and  by  improving  in  a right  direction  the  education  of  the 
masses.  The  very  prosperity  that  has  been  experienced  by  the  working 
classes  in  this  district  in  recent  years — prosperity  which  under  other 
circumstances  (had  the  town  and  the  people  themselves  been  prepared  for 
it)  would  have  been  to  them  an  unmixed  benefit — has  tended  only  to 
aggravate  the  evil  we  are  now  considering;  overcrowding,  and  its  almost 
necessary  accompanyment,  drunkenness,  conditions  both  largely 
influencing  infant  mortality,  have  been  rife  ; early  marriages  have  been 
the  rule;  women  have  become  mothers  with  no  idea  of  the  responsibility 
which  that  state  entails,  and  in  utter  ignorance  of  the  proper  management 
of  infant  life.  The  child  often  from  the  day  of  its  birth  is  fed  with 
improper  farinaceous  food,  and  dosed  perhaps  with  sedative  medicines  to 
subdue  its  cries — the  signals  of  distress  at  the  treatment  it  is  receiving, 
— and  thus  to  render  it  less  troublesome  to  the  parents.  Debilitated  and 
exhausted,  it  at  length  succumbs  to  one  of  the  so  called  wasting  diseases 
of  childhood ; or  falls  an  easy  prey  to  some  one  of  those  epidemic 
influences — the  poison  of  diarrhoea,  scarlet  fever  or  whooping  cough — 
which  are  so  frequently  found  lurking  in  the  impure  atmosphere  of  the 
ill-ventilated  homes  of  the  working  classes.” 

Even  then  the  Health  Department  was  pressing  for  clean  air,  clean 
food,  better  sanitation  and  better  housing  as  the  only  way  to  improve  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  people  of  Jarrovv,  and  over  the  years  this  has 
taken  place  I am  glad  to  say.  \nd  so,  today  the  whole  picture  in  Jarrow 
has  changed,  there  are  virtually  no  slums,  housing  is  excellent,  the 
danger  of  typhus  from  lice  has  gone,  our  children  are  well  fed  and 
clothed,  their  mothers  receive  first  class  ante  and  post-natal  care  and  the 
welfare  centres  train  them  in  the  healthy  up-bringing  of  their  families. 
The  trend  of  health  over  the  past  ninety  years  is  shown  in  the  graphs 
(Tables  I and  II).  Table  I gives  the  population  figures  and  Table  II 
shows  the  total  infant  deaths  in  red  and  the  infant  mortality  in  black. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  as  you  will  see  has  dropped  steadily  since  the 
turn  of  the.  century  due  to  the  advance  in  child  care,  but  the  great  drop 


since  the  W ar  is  due  I am  sure  to  the  National  Health  Service  and  the 
introduction  ol  the  Welfare  State. 

In  1875  there  were  955  children  born  giving  a birth  rate  ol  43.4  as 
against  a national  average  birth  rate  ol  36.6,  at  the  same  time  there  were 
481  deaths  representing  a rate  of  21.9  as  against  a national  average  ol 
23.9.  Furthermore  I would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  infant 
mortality.  In  1875,  170  or  35.4%  of  children  under  one  year  and  276  ot 
57.4  under  live  years,  died,  so  that  out  of  the  48 1 deaths  in  that  year 
over  half  died  in  infancy. 

I luis,  of  the  children  born  in  1875,  one  in  every  five  died  within  a 
year,  whereas  in  1964  the  figure  was  only  one  in  every  fifty-four.  \nd  if 
we  look  at  1965  we  find  there  wen'  onlv  six  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  or  1.2%  of  the  total  deaths  and  only  eleven  children  under  the  age 
i live  or  2.2"  , ol  the  total  deaths.  W hat  a remarkable  change  this  is.

1 think  all  must  agree  that  J arrow  has  a record  to  be  proud  of  and 
it  is  up  to  us  to  see  that  this  improvement  is  continued  into  the  future 
i yen  if  [arrow  loses  its  identity  as  a Borough. 

Now  let  me  turn  to  the  figures  for  1965.  The  Health  statistics  are  set 
out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  Report;  there  are,  however,  several 
features  on  which  I should  like  to  comment. 

I he  principal  vital  statistics  show  no  significant  change  compared 
with  1964,  apart  from  the  infant  mortality.  The  population  of  the 
Borough  decreased  during  the  year  by  320  to  26,450,  and  the  natural 


increase,  excess  of  births  ov  er  deaths  was  182.  I he  decrease  in  popula- 
tion was  again,  to  a large  extent,  accounted  for  by  the  movement  of 
population  to  the  Hedworth  housing  estate  situated  in  the  “overspill 
area”  in  Boldon  Urban  District.  The  Birth  Rate  showed  a slight  increase 
to  18.7  and  the  Standardised  Rate  of  19.4  (i.e.  corrected  for  age  and  sex 
structure  of  the  population)  was  higher  than  the  figure  of  18.0  for 
Ungland  and  Wales.  The  Death  Rate  increased  to  11.9.  Heart  Disease 
and  Cancer  again  accounted  for  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  total 
deaths  during  the  year,  Coronary  Thrombosis  being  the  most  common 
single  cause  of  death. 

The  Still  Birth  rate  of  15.8  per  1,000  live  births  compared  very 
favourably  with  the  42.5  per  1,000  live  births  of  1964,  the  National 
figure  being  15.7.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  decreased  in  1965  to  12  0 
compared  with  22.2  in  1964.  This  is  a record  for  Jarrow  as  it  is  well 
below  that  for  the  country  in  general,  which  is  19.0. 

There  was  only  one  staff  change  during  the  year,  when  Mrs.  A. 
Cogle,  who  had  been  a clerk  in  the  department  for  17  years  resigned  for 
family  reasons.  Mrs.  Cogle  was  replaced  by  the  promotion  of  Mrs.  B. 
Organ,  and  the  junior  post  was  filled  by  a new  recruit  Miss  C.  Cowan. 
Mr.  Jewson  continued  with  his  studies  and  obtained  the  qualifying 
Certificate  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Education  Board  and  the 
Certificate  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  Inspectors  of  Meat  and 
Other  Foods.  Our  congratulations  are  due  to  him  and  to  our  Pupil  Public 
Health  Inspector  Mr.  D.  Burdon,  who  obtained  the  Intermediate  Diploma 
of  the  Education  Board. 

This  is  the  third  Annual  Report  which  I have  the  honour  to  present 
to  you,  and  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the 
members  of  the  Council,  and  all  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  kind  help  and  assistance  in  my  work.

i2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Borough  of  Jarrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  its 
northern  boundary  formed  by  the  River  Tyne.  To  the  east  and  west  the 
boundaries  of  the  area  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields  County 
Borough  and  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively,  while  the  Newcastle/ 
Sunderland  railway  line  forms  the  southern  boundary  between  jarrow 
and  Boldon  Urban  District. 

Jarrow,  with  its  two  mile  water  front,  forms  part  of  the  Tyneside 
conurbation  and  is  part  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Durham  County' ; the 
only  direct  links  with  Northumberland  are  by  means  of  the  pedestrian 
tunnel  and  the  vehicular  ferry  between  Jarrow  and  Howdon. 

I'he  Newcastle  South  Shields  railway  line  divides  the  industrial  and 
commercial  district  forming  the  northern-most  third  of  the  Borough  from 
the  mainly  residential  area  to  the  south.  The  northern  area  is  in  process 
of  extensive  re-development  under  the  provisions  of  the  Comprehensive 
\rea  Re-development  Plan  which  also  provides  for  the  construction  of 
new  roads  to  link  up  with  the  Tyne  Road  Tunnel  being  constructed 
alongside  the  pedestrian  tunnel,  so  as  to  replace  the  existing  ferry. 

1 he  work  of  slum  clearance  continues  and  a new  Jarrow  is  now 
taking  shape  with  the  construction  of  fine  modern  buildings  and  a most 
impressive  shopping  centre.  The  north-east  district  of  the  Borough  has 
been  developed  as  a modern  housing  estate  which  had  been  landscaped 
and  made  most  attractive  by  grassing  and  the  planting  of  mature  trees 
by  the  f ivic  1 rust,  and  more  new  housing  has  been  constructed  in  the 
overspill  area  in  Boldon  l rban  District  adjoining  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  Borough.

The  level  of  employment  in  the  manufacturing  industries  continued 
tu  rise  during  1965.  A survey  of  the  labour  forces  ol  firms  employing 
98"„  of  the  work-people  engaged  in  manufacturing  indicates  an  increase 
of  the  order  of  3%  to  4°,,  between  December  1964  and  December  1965. 
The  increase  tor  the  two  year  period  December  1963  to  December  1965 
was  between  10",,  and  12%.  A high  level  of  employment  was  maintained 
in  all  other  industries  and  services  during  the  year. 

In  consequence  of  the  increase  in  employment  opportunities, 
unemployment  declined  further.  There  were  351  less  people  unemployed 
in  December  1965  than  in  December  1964.  File  decrease  between  Decem- 
ber 1965  and  December  1963  was  1,003.  The  monthly  averages  during 
1965  were  the  lowest  since  1957  (Males  = 332;  Females  =- 298).

The  work  of  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  a full  time  Rodent 
Operator,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
In  addition  to  this  work  the  Rodent  Operator  has  certain  other  disin- 
lection  and  disinfestation  duties. 

A troublesome  focus  of  rat  infestation  is  the  Corporation  tip  at 
Simonside.  Its  potential  nuisance  has  greatly  increased  since  the  building 
and  occupation  of  the  Hill  Park  Estate  close  by.  An  added  attraction  to 
rats  in  the  vicinity  is  the  cluster  of  pigeon  lofts  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Housing  Estate,  where  the  land  contours  fall  to  the  river  Don.  A massive 
treatment  was  carried  out  in  April  and  May,  when  more  than  2 cwt.  of 
bait  was  used,  and  the  490  bait  points  showed  87  complete  takes  and  153 
part  takes. 

Rodent  control  service  is  free  to  householders  but  a charge  is  made 


for  business  premises.

SEWER  TREATMENT. 


In  January,  1965  a sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  in  the  Northern 
part  of  the  Borough.  Out  of  231  manholes  tested,  only  12  showed  bait 
takes,  confirming'  earlier  findings  that  the  degree  ol  sewer  infestation 
was  not  heavy.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  sewer  system  through- 
out the  Borough  was  tested  when  96  bait  takes  were  recorded  in  the  448 
manholes  examined.  The  interval  between  these  treatments  was  perhaps 
too  long  and  it  would  no  doubt  be  preferable  to  space  sewer  treatments 
not  more  than  six  month  apart  to  curtail  the  re-establishment  of  the  rat 
population. 

Again  it  is  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  need  to  take  care,  when 
demolition  work  is  in  progress  or  has  been  completed,  to  ensure  that  all 
drain  or  sewer  openings  are  properly  sealed  against  the  re-entry  of  rats 
into  disused  sections  of  the  sewer  system.

\ mass  \-ra\  dme  was  started  in  January  and  I was  allowed  to 
make  use  ol  the  open  ground  in  Walter  Street  just  behind  the  1 own 
Hall.  On  this  site  it  was  arranged  for  :i  mobile  x-ray  unit  to  be  sited. 

This  site  was  chosen  as,  due  to  the  new  buildings  being-  erected 
opposite  the  shopping  centre,  everyone  who  used  the  shopping  centre  or 
wished  t go  to  the  l’ost  Oflice,  the  Baths  or  the  Bingo  Hall,  had  to  go 
down  Walter  Street  and  so  would  see  the  x-ray  vans.  The  Borough 
Council  very  kindly  lent  us  a hut  which  they  erected  beside  the  van  lor 
the  use  of  the  \-rav  attendants  and  fitted  it  with  lighting,  heating  and 
furniture. 

Hie  Town  was  plastered  with  posters  giving  days  and  times, 
we  put  stickers  on  the  buses  and  notices  in  shops  and  hotels.  The  Tyne 
lees  Television  sent  a film  unit  down  to  Jarrow  and  gave  us  good 
publicity  on  North-East  Newsview  and  the  static  unit  started  functioning 
on  January  14th. 

On  the  18th  January  a mobile  unit  started  going  round  the  streets 
in  the  areas  where  there  had  been  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  Everybody 
in  the  street  was  notified  by  letter,  explaining  the  purposes  of  the 
exercise.  This  was  followed  up  by  voluntary  aid  from  the  Red  Cross,  St. 
| ohn  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  who 
sent  volunteers  round  from  door  to  door  informing  the  people  that  the 
x-rav  unit  was  in  their  street.  The  mobile  unit  worked  for  42  days  and 
•.-raved  3,380  people  with  an  average  of  80.5  per  day.  The  static  unit 
worked  right  through  the  year  and  x-rayed  over  4,000  people.

SECTION  C. 


Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


I he  number  oi  eases  ol  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1965  was 
365  compared  with  318  during  the  previous  year.  The  increase  was 
largely  accounted  lor  by  the  rise  in  measles  and  whooping  cough  notifica- 
tions. 1 here  was  a decrease  in  the  incidence  of  pneumonia,  respiratory 
tuberculosis  and  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.  There  was  little  change  in 
the  incidence  of  other  infectious  diseases. 

Measles 

The  usual  bi-ennial  pattern  was  maintained  and,  as  expected,  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  ot  cases  notified,  there  being  287  cases 
compared  with  240  during  the  previous  year.  The  cases  notified  occurred 
regularly  all  through  the  year  the  highest  number  being  in  the  May  to 
August  period. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  36  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  vear  com- 
pared with  10  cases  during  the  pervious  year.  I must  again  emphasize 
the  importance  of  immunisation  against  the  early  infectious  diseases  of 
childhood. 

Dysentery 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  were  no  notified  cases  of  this 
diseases  during  the  year.  It  is,  however,  still  recognised  that  sonnei 
dysentery  continues  to  be  endemic  throughout  Tyneside  and  it  is  likely 
that  many  mild  cases  pass  unrecognised. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  22  cases  of  pneumonia,  1 case  of  scarlet  lever  and  1 case 
of  erysipelas  notified  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year.  How- 
ever, once  again  it  must  be  stressed  that  too  much  care  cannot  be  taken 
'm  the  handling  of  precooked  foods  and  only  by  constant  vigilance  can 
we  be  sure  of  perfect  cleanliness. 


Poliomyelitis 

I Iuto  were  no  cost’s  ol  poliomyelitis  during*  tlic  y cor.  l-vrn  though 
ilicrc  ma\  hove  been  no  known  inlection  in  the  community,  there  should 
be  no  doubt  ol  tin  voluc  of  immunization,  and  it  is  regrettable  that 
although  a proportion  ol  children  are  thus  protected  this  proportion  is 
not  nearly  high  enough,  as  there  were  only  43  ot  the  497  < hihhen  born 
who  received  polio  immunization  in  their  lirst  year.  As  this  disease  is 
becoming*  less  in  our  population  it  is  all  the  more  important  that  we 
persevere  to  the  point  of  total  elimination.  Parents  who  no  longer  see 
the  horrors  of  the  crippled  child  are  inclined  to  forget  what  this  disease 
can  do.  It  is  a case  of  out  of  sight  out  of  mind,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  all 
the  more  important  that  every  child  should  be  given  the  benefits  of  anti 
poliomvelitis  immunization  as  early  as  possible  in  lile,  so  that  we  may 
in  our  future  reports  be  able  to  write  “ I here  were  no  cases  ol  polio- 
mvelitis during  the  war." 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

1 am  very  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  only  1 case  of  this  disease 
notified  during  1965. 

Tuberculosis 

There  was  a most  welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
respiratorv  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  with  13  cases  compared 
with  26  during  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  respir- 
ator! tuberculosis  on  the  register  showed  a decrease,  from  152  at  the 
end  of  1964  to  137  at  the  end  of  1965.  During  the  year,  25  recovered  cases 
were  removed  from  the  register  and  3 inward  transfers  were  received. 

At  this  point  I would  like  to  emphasize  the  great  assistance  that  T 
have  had  from  the  mass  x-ray  unit  which  operates  in  Walter  Street  on 
Thursdays  and  Fridays  of  each  week.  The  total  number  has  more  than 
doubled  since  1964,  there  being  7,791  attendances  during  the  year.  Of 
these  mass  x-rays  6 new  eases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  which  had 
not  been  through  their  (ieneral  Practitioner. 

The  incidence  of  nun-respiratory  tuberculosis  continues  at  a satis- 
factory low  level  with  only  4 cases  notified  during  the  vear  compared  with 
5 cases  during  the  previous  vear. 
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The  table  below  shows  the  incidence  of  new  cases  and  of  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  over  the  last  20  years.

I am  pleased  to  submit  Sections  j^,  l)  and  E^of  this  report  which, 
with  appendices  I,  II,  and  III,  form  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  1965. 

In  this  report,  the  information  about  drainage,  sewerage,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  the  provision  of  new  houses  has  been  supplied  by  the 
Borough  Rngineer,  whose  co-operation  in  this  and  other  practical  ways 
had  been  much  appreciated.  My  thanks  are  due  also  to  the  Acting  Town 
Clerk  and  other  officers  of  the  Corporation  for  their  assistance. 

( here  was  only  one  staff  change  during  the  year,  when  Mrs.  A. 
Cogle,  who  had  been  a clerk  in  the  department  for  17  years,  resigned. 
Mrs.  Cogle,  who  had  been  a most  loyal  and  competent  member  of  the 
staff,  was  replaced  by  recruiting  a junior  clerk,  Miss  C.  Cowan,  and 
promoting  Mrs.  B.  Organ  to  the  senior  post.  Mr.  Jewson  continued  with 
his  studies  and  obtained  the  qualifying  Certificate  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Education  Board  and  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Health  for  Inspectors  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Our  congratulations  are 
due  to  him  and  to  our  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  D.  Burdon, 
who  obtained  the  Intermediate  Diploma  of  the  Education  Board.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


WATER  SUPPLY. — 1 he  Sunderland  anti  South  Shields  Water 
Company  is  the  statutory  undertaking  for  the  supply  of  water  to  all  parts 
of  the  Borough. 

Although  service  pipes  are  laid  to  almost  all  premises  within  the 
Borough,  many  houses  in  the  older  part  of  the  town  are  supplied  with 
water  only  by  means  of  yard  taps,  a lew  of  which  serve  more  than  one 
dwelling. 

C.  A.  Serpell,  Esq.,  B.Hng.,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  the  Water  Com- 
pany’s Engineer,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  summary  of  results 
of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  taken  from 
sources  which  supply  Jarrow.

The  following  information  is  given  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
o:  Health  Circular  1 65  dated  11th  January  , 1965:  — 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  in  all  parts  has  been  satis- 
factory in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  1'he  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  and 
treated  water  are  set  out  above. 

(e)  The  water  supply  in  this  area  shows  no  tendency  to  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

(d)  No  complaints  about  the  water  supply  were  received  during 
1965.  Eight  samples  from  house  taps  were  sent  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  were  all  reported  negative  for  coliform 
bacilli.  One  sample  was  sent  for  chemical  analysis  and  reported 
to  be  of  satisfactory  organic  purity,  free  from  deposit,  odour  or 
taste,  and  suitable  for  a public  supply. 

(e)  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  8,396  at  the  time  of  public  a- 
tion  ol  this  Report  and  all  of  these  houses  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains.  In  some  of  the  older  houses  in  the  town, 
which  are  being  progressively  cleared  in  clearance  area  pro- 
grammes, the  water  supply  Irom  the  public  main  to  the  houses 
consists  solely  ol  a yard  tap  which  may  in  a few  cases  be 
common  to  more  than  one  house,  i hese  taps  are  within  the 
boundaries  ol  the  premises. 
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I lu'  arrangements  lor  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the 
Borough  are  simply  to  convey  all  sewage,  without  treatment,  to  out-falls 
which  deposit  the  sewage  into  the  Iyne  estuary.  Comment  on  progress 
towards  adequate  sewage  disposal  is  made  below  and  has  been  mentioned 
in  earlier  reports. 

I here  are  no  common  lodging  houses  registered  in  the  Borough. 

DRAIN  ACE  AND  SEWER  ACE. 

Sewerage 

The.  working  party  set  up  bj  the  Joint  Committee  of  Tyneside  local 
authorities  has  now  completed  its  allotted  task  of  investigating  and 
reporting  upon  the  feasibility  of  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  conurbation, 
and  making  proposals  for  the  setting  up  of  an  ad  hoc  body  to  put  the 
proposals  into  effect.  The  draft  constitution  of  the  Tyneside  joint  Sewer- 
age Board  has  been  prepared  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  necessary 
Parliamentary  steps  will  be  taken  to  have  the  Board  in  being  before  the 
en  1 of  1 966. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

During  1965  the  use  of  the  department’s  one  deposit  gauge,  sited 
at  Hedworth  Farm,  was  discontinued.  When  the  bowl  was  damaged  and 
needed  replacement,  it  was  decided  that  the  information  to  be  gained 
from  the  gauge  at  that  location  had  now  considerably  less  potential  value 
than  when  originally  sited.  A number  of  alternative  locations  for  the 
deposit  gauge  have  been  considered,  but  have  not  been  adopted,  for  one 
reason  or  another. 

The  smoke  filter  and  volumetric  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  sited  at 
the  Town  Hall  continues  to  function  well  and  gives  little  trouble  in 
operation  and  maintenance.  The  equipment  draws  from  the  atmosphere 
a continuous  sample  of  air  and  filters  from  it  the  very  fine  smoke  particles 
which,  not  being  heavy  enough  to  settle  out  under  their  own  weight, 
float  about  in  the  atmosphere  and  are  breathed  into  the  lungs.  The 
sampled  air,  after  having  the  suspended  pollution  filtered  out,  is  then 
passed  through  a bubbler  containing  hydrogen  peroxide  which  absorbs 
the  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air.  As  sulphur  dioxide  is  released  from  the 
combustion  of  all  fuels,  the  level  of  SQ2  in  the  atmosphere  is  a guide  to 
the  quantity  of  fuel  used  locally  for  all  purposes.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
amount  of  suspended  smoke  in  the  atmosphere  may  be  related  directly  to 
the  quantity  of  raw  coal  burnt  in  the  domestic  hearth.  Both  readings  may 
be  expressed  in  terms  of  micro-grams  per  cubic  metre  per  dav.  The  table 
below  gi\  es  the  monthly  average  value  and  the  highest  daily  reading  for 
both  S 02  and  smoke  during  1965.  The  highest  monthly  average  for  S02 
occurred  in  February,  the  second  highest  in  January  and,  surprisingly 
enough,  the  third  highest  in  September.  The  smoke  values,  on  the  other 
hand  were  highest  in  October,  December  and  September,  in  that  order.

(b)  Domestic  Smoke. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  domestic  smoke  control  by  the  opera- 
tion o!  the  No.  3 Smoke  Control  Order  on  1st  August,  1965,  the  first  in 
the  Borough  since  the  new  arrangements  requiring  the  installation  of 
appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels  other  than  open  fire  gas 
coke.  I he  number  3 Order  encloses  an  area  of  kind,  approximately  6.5 
acres,  adjoining  the  north  western  corner  of  the  No.  1 Smoke  Control 
\rea  which  has  been  in  operation  since  August,  I960.  It  includes  55 
dwellings  and  5 commercial  premises  on  a site  recently  re-developed. 

A scheme  was  approved  during  the  year  to  further  extend  the  smoke- 
less area  in  the  town  centre  by  making  the  No.  4 Smoke  Control  Order 


to  rover  the  W ear  Street  housing  development  .shortly  to  take  place  on 
land  immediately  to  the  west  ol  the  No.  1 area.  I he  W ear  Street  develop- 
ment is  to  be  linked,  for  heating  purposes,  with  the  Market  Square 
housing  scheme,  as  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1964. 

Another  step  taken  during  the  year  was  the  novel  one  of  acting 
jointly  with  Hebburn  Urban  District  Council  to  declare,  as  a Smoke 
Control  Area,  a housing  site  which  overlaps  the  boundary  between 
Jarrow  and  Hebburn.  The  Order  covering  this  area,  like  the  No.  4 
Order,  is  to  come  into  operation  during  1966. 

Now  that  the  supply  position  lor  solid  smokeless  fuel  is  more  stable 
the  Council  may  wish  to  make  a review  of  their  present  plans  to  reduce 
domestic  smoke  control,  to  see  whether  there  are  possibilities  of  further 
progress  in  some  parts  of  the  Town.  Clearly,  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  is  looking  for  a vigorous  expansion  of  domestic 
smoke  control  in  the  North  East. 

(c)  Industrial  Smoke. 

45  observations  of  industrial  smoke  were  made  during  the  vear,  15 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Four  contraventions  were  noted.  One 
letter  was  sent  to  a Factory  Manager  advising  him  on  stoking  procedures 
and  on  another  occasion  advice  was  given  to  a boiler  operator  on  how  to 
minimize  smoke  from  a locomotive  boiler  which  was  being  used  for 
raising  steam  for  maintenance  work  during  the  Works  holidays.  On 
another  occasion  a Factory  Engineer  was  notified  immediately  a dark 
smoke  emission  had  been  observed  and  the  necessary  adjustments  were 
promptly  made  to  rectify  the  fault.  Smoke,  arising  from  the  mixing  of 
waste  materials  with  coke  and  wood  burnt  in  a boiler,  was  avoided  by- 
making  alternative  arrangements  for  separate  disposal  of  the  offending 
materials. 

A number  of  complaints  about  brown  lume  nuisance  irom  a local 
foundry  were  received  from  time  to>  time  during  the  year.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  factory  concerned  had  in  1964  installed  an  electro-static 
precipitator  to  extract  the  brown  fume  and  had  experienced  some 
teething  trouble.  For  example,  it  was  found  on  one  occasion  that  a 
breakdown  had  occurred  due  to  blockage  in  the  water  sprays  of  the 
precipitator,  caused  by  deposit  which  had  caked  during  the  Works 
holidays.  The  cleaning  of  the  nozzles,  more  than  one  hundred  on  each 
of  three  rings,  took  some  time  to  complete,  but  the  equipment  was 
restored  to  normal  working  efficiency.  An  allegation  that  particulary 
dense  emissions  were  occurring  during  the  hours  ol  darkness  was  not 
substantiated. 

No  applications  for  prior  approval,  under  tin-  provisions  of  section 
3 of  the  C lean  Air  Act,  were  received  during  1965.  However,  on  three 
occasions  it  was  necessary,  when  plans  lor  new  chimneys  were  examined 
in  accordance  with  section  10  of  the  Act,  to  require  a chimney  ol  greater 
height  than  the  architect  had  proposed.

Two  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
applications  lor  registration  under  the  provisions  ol  tlie  Scrap  Metal 
Dealers  Act,  1964.  Both  were  registered. 

\ further  lour  v isits  were  made  under  the  nuisance  provisions  ol  the 
Public  Health  Act  to  deal  with  the  complaints  from  nearb)  residents 
about  scrap  metal,  abandoned  cars,  etc.,  strewn  outside  a scrap  metal 
dealers’  yard  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  both  unsightly  and  a source  ol 
danger  to  children.  The  boundary  fence  ol  the  yard,  built  of  corrugated 
metal  sheeting,  had  in  places  collapsed  due  to  the  weight  of  scrap  piled 
against  it.  All  of  the  items  complained  of  were  remedied  and  the  yard 
boundarv  and  perimeter  tidied  up  and  made  safe. 

Riding  Establishments  Act,  1964. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Riding  Establishments 
Act,  1964,  a licence  to  keep  a riding  establishment  was  issued  to  Mr. 
S.  Mallam,  of  Mill  Farm  Cottage,  Hedworth,  on  receipt  of  a satisfactory 
report  from  the  Venterinary  Surgeon  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Council.  This  licence  is  renewable  on  the  28th  July,  1966. 

Other  enquiries  were  made  about  an  establishment  which  was  found 
not  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

Following  modernization  last  year,  the  Corporation's  public 
swimming  baths  in  AA'alter  Street  have  been  very  well  used.  Eight 
samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  baths  and  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  testing.  All  proved  satisfactory. 

Schools. 

Five  visits  were  made  to  schools  to  inspect  the  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion and  to  investigate  the  arrangements  for  the  handling  of  school 
meals. 

At  the  schools  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  high  and  the  food 
handling  arrangements  satisfactory.  The  same  can  be  said  about  school 
kitchens,  where  the  meals  are  prepared.  From  the  food  hygiene  point  of 
view,  however,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  manner  in 
which  lood  is  transported  from  kitchens  to  schools. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Ten  visits  ol  enquiry  were  made  to  investigate  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  and  lit  teen  visits  to  disinfect  premises,  often  at  the  request  of 
in-going  tenants.  One  enquiry  was  made  about  a suspected  case  of  food 
poisoning  which  was  not  confirmed.

Housing. 


Clearance  Areas. 

In  housing,  the  year  began  with  the  Public  Inquiry  on  January  13th 
into  t he  Victor  Street  and  Stephen  Street  Clearance  areas  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  on  23rd  March,  1965. 

Inspections  continued  in  the  area  immediately  to  the  west  of  the 
confirmed  Order  and  proposals  for  a clearance  area,  containing  the 
Frederick  Street,  Maud  Street,  Hurworth  Street  and  Hurworth  Place 
properties  were  put  before  the  Housing  Committee  early  in  the  year, 
but  not  proceeded  with.  At  that  time,  the  Committee  was  in  the  process 
of  reviewing  its  clearance  area  programme,  and  a decision  was  taken  to 
give  clearance  priority  to  properties  in  the  Salem  Street  and  Cobden 
Street  areas. 

The  Salem  Street  area  was  inspected  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  preparations  were  made  to  submit  the  plans  to  the  Housing  Com- 
mittee in  February,  1966.  This  was  done,  and  a Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  subsequently  made.

25  Statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  compared  with  16  during  1964.  The  number  of  informal 
notices  decreased  to  60  from  71. 

It  is  the  practice  in  this  Department  to  use  the  default  powers  in  the 
1936  and  1961  Public  Health  Acts.  Of  the  25  notices  served  giving  the 
Council  authority  to  do  the  work,  only  5 were  complied  with  by  the 
Council  in  default  of  the  owner  at  a total  cost  of  £24  19/lld.  These 
Sections  are  used  to  have  relatively  cheap,  but  very'  necessary  repairs 
done  urgently.  Of  the  5 repair  bills  the  cheapest  was  12/5d.,  and  the 
most  expensive  £17  18  lid.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


Milk  Supply. 

I'he  hulk  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  supplied  bv  five- 
distributors,  none  of  whom  are  producer-retailers.  Although  all  of  the 
milk  retailed  is  now  heat-treated,  only  one  distributor  has  pasteurising 
plant  in  the  area. 

1'here  is  locally  considerable  trade  in  sterilised  milk  which  can  be 
bought  at  most  shops  which  sell  provisions. 

Under  the  conditions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
i960,  that  part  of  licensing  administration  formerly  carried  out  by  this 
authority  was  transferred  to  the  Durham  County  Council  as  food  and 
drugs  authority  for  the  area,  with  effect  from  the  end  of  1960.  Milk 
sampling  is  therefore  mainly  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council, 
whose  County  Health  Inspector  sends  to  this  department  a monthly 
return  which  gives  details  of  the  dealer’s  samples  taken  within  the 
Borough  each  month  and  also  indicates  the  number  of  samples  obtained 
from  sources  other  than  retailers,  e.g.  dairies,  schools,  hospitals,  etc. 
Because  samples  are  also  being  taken  in  other  local  authority  areas  from 
dealers  who  also  retail  in  this  district  the  figures  given  reflect  the  mini- 
mum sampling  supervision  of  milk  supplied  in  this  area.  From  time  to 
time  samples  are  also  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  on  the 
initiative  of  the  Borough  Council  when,  for  one  reason  or  another,  it  is 
thought  advisable  to  check  certain  milk  sources,  but  this  kind  of 
sampling  is  only  supplementary^  to  the  services  provided  by  the  County 
Council.

This  meat  is  unfit  for  sale 
for  human  consumption.  All  voluntarily  surrendered.

Fined  £5. 

4.  Mouldy  Pies

The  Sale  of  Unsound  Food. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  get  a true  picture  to  what  extent  the  sale  of 
unsound  food  goes  on.  Clearly,  it  is  but  a very  small  fraction  of  total 
food  sales;  the  customer  usually  gets  fresh  food  in  sound  condition.  The 
number  of  complaints  made  to  local  authorities  must  be  a very  small 
proportion  of  instances  when  purchasers  find,  for  example,  that  the 
wrapped  bread,  pie  or  pasty,  is  stale  or  mouldy  when  they  get  it  home 
or  when  they  unwrap  it  an  hour  or  two  later  for  a meal.  From  general 
conversation  on  this  topic  it  would  seem  that  most  food  buyers  exper- 
ience disappointments  like  these  from  time  to  time,  and  the  conclusion 
may  be  drawn  that  instances  of  this  kind  are  fai rly  common-place. 

Why  are  cakes,  pies  and  bread  wrapped?  Is  it  so  that  they  can 
carry  a brand  image?  Is  it  to  improve  their  shelf-life  and  so  reduce  the 
frequency  of  deliveries?  Whatever  the  reasons,  they  must  be  sound 
commercial  ones.  Without  a doubt,  the  nation-wide  distributors,  who 
have  become  household  names,  spare  no  effort  to  ensure  that  their 
products  reach  the  retail  outlet  in  the  very  best  possible  condition.  What 
happens  after  that  depends  on  whether  there  is  systematic  and  vigorous 


attention  to  stock  rotation.  In  mam  cases  there  is;  there  has  to  be,  best 
business  practice  requires  it,  particularly  in  supermarket  stores.  Poo 
often,  however,  people  who  establish  themselves  in  a small  lood  business 
have  no  background  of  commercial  training'  and  no  knowledge  of  modern 
food  technology.  They  learn,  sometimes  the  hard  way,  that  if  customers 
complaints  are  to  be  avoided  the  shelf-life  and  storage  requirements  of 
such  things  .is  ice-cream,  sausages,  meat  pies,  cheese  and  fish  lingers 
vary  a great  deal.  Food  storage  is  not  simply  a matter  of  buying  a fridge 
and  stacking  everything  into  it. 

Complaints  often  arise  from  the  sale  on  Monday  ol  somc-thing 
which  was  delivered  to  the  shop  the  previous  week.  Perhaps  it  is  not 
sufficiently  understood  that  pastry  goods  which  have  moist  fillings  should 
be  thrown  out  after  two  or  three  days  if  unsold.

The  shop  premises  were  found  to  be  free  from 
infestation  as  also  were  the  wholesale  warehouse  and  the  Company’s 
supply  depot,  the  latter  being  examined  by  an  entomologist  employed  bv 
the  manufacturers.  Letter  of  warning  sent  to  the  retailers  concerned. 

4.  Unrisen  dough  in  loaf  of  bread 

Public  Analyst  reported  “the  discoloured  portions  of  this  bread  con- 
sist of  unrisen  dough.  A trace  of  iron  is  present.  No  action. 

5.  Loaf  of  bread  containing  insect 

Insect  indentified  as  a beetle  which  lives  under  the  bark  of  trees, 
chiefly  elm.  Detailed  inspection  of  the  local  bakery  revealed  no  infesta- 
tion but  advice  was  given  on  preventing  access  of  insects  from  outside. 
Warning  letter  sent  to  the  bakery  concerned. 

6.  insect  in  tin  of  fruit  cocktail 

Head,  wings  and  thorax  of  insect  found  in  tin.  Letter  sent  to 
Min  istry  of  Health  and  Importers. 

7.  Spider  beetles  in  box  of  oats 

Check  made  on  stocks  held  locally  and  elsewhere.  AH  called  in  for 
inspection.  Some  destroyed  for  age.  Warning  letter  to  retailer. 

A further  six  complaints  of  foreign  matter  in  food  were  ilea  It  with 
b\  the  County  Weights  and  Measures  Inspectorate  who,  in  four 
instances,  sent  a letter  of  caution. 

The  Report  entitled  “Environmental  Health,  1964”,  published  by 
the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  summer  of  1965, 
draws  attention  to  “the  frequency  with  which  consumers  discover  foreign 
bodies  in  food  they  have  purchased’’.  The  report  goes  on  : “in  1964, 
3,570  complaints  ol  foreign  bodies  in  food  were  made  to  the  local  author- 
ities covered  by  the  survey.  The  number  of  complaints  received  by  local 
authorities,  however,  does  not  indicate  the  extent  of  this  problem  as  not 
every  incident  is  reported  to  them.  The  actual  number  of  cases,  there- 
for, must  have  been  substantially  higher.  The  food-stuffs  in  which 


foreign  bodies  appear  to  be  most  commonly  tound  are  bread,  meat 
products,  confectionery,  milk  and  canned  meats  in  1 his  order”. 

Much  greater  atention  needs  to  be  paid  by  the  manufacturers  to 
means  of  reducing  these  complaints.  The  public  have  the  right  to  expect 
that  food  offered  for  stile  is  in  good  condition,  free  from  foreign  matter 
and  in  till  respects  lit  to  cat.

No.  of  visits  to  food  premises  401 
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The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

401  visits  were  made  to  lood  premises  in  the  Borough  in  connection 
with  the  preparation,  storage  and  sale  of  food. 

Continued  vigilance  was  maintained  during  the  year  in  an  endeavour 
to  prevent  any  lowering  of  the  standards  of  food  hygiene.  The  ideal,  from 
the  departmental  point  of  view,  would  be  to  ensure  that  all  food  manu- 
facturing, handling,  or  retail  premises  were  inspected  at  least  once 
every  three  months.  This  has  not  been  possible  during  the  year  because 
of  pressure  of  other  work.  However,  particular  attention  was  paid  to 
food  preparation  places  and  to  restaurants  and  canteens,  where  the 
potential  risk  of  a food  poisoning  outbreak  occurring  is  highest. 

Constant  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  wav  in  which  open  food  is 
handled.  There  is  still  far  too  much  indiscriminate  handling  of  raw  and 
cooked  meats  and  too  little  use  is  made  of  scoops,  tongs,  slices,  forks  and 
the  like. 

So  far  as  butchers  shops  are  concerned,  two  established  habits  are 
difficult  to  change.  The  first  is  the  use  of  sawdust,  a practice  which  could 
be  abandoned  without  detriment  to  the  trade.  The  second,  a habit  which 
dies  hard  locally,  is  the  wrapping  of  meat  in  used  newsprint.  It  is,  of 
course,  only  the  outer  wrapping  which  is  newspaper;  there  is  an  inner 
wrap  of  clean  paper.  But,  the  use  of  old  newspapers  is  a habit  which  the 
trade  could  well  afford  to  drop.

Food  Sampling. 

Mr.  John  Trotter,  Chief  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector  for 
Durham  County  Council  has  kindly  forwarded  details  of  the  101  samples 
obtained  in  Jarrow  by  officers  of  his  Department.  Apart  from  the  six 
samples  containing  foreign  matter,  and  referred  to  previously,  all  other 
samples  were  found  to  be  genuine.  The  101  samples  included  33  milk 
samples. 
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Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  26  public  houses  in  Jarrow  and  all  were  inspected  during 

1985. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Licensing  Justices  Committee  is  that 
alter  a public  house  has  been  inspected  and  reported  upon  to  Health 
Committee,  a copy  of  the  report  is  sent  to  the  Clerk,  to  the  Justices  and 
to  the  Brewery  Company  owning  the  house.  Three  months  later,  a pro- 
gress report  is  made  to  the  Licensing  Justices  and  to  Health  Committee. 
It  is  intended  to  report  on  all  public  houses  in  the  Borough  at  least  once 
every  year. 

These  inspections  take  into  account  the  requirements  ol  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  relating  to  the  provisions  and 
cleanliness  of  equipment  and  utensils,  and  to  the  ways  in  which  food  and 
drink  is  stored  or  served.  The  suitability  of  all  public  rooms,  their  decora- 
tion furniture  and  fittings  are  noted  under  the  Licensing  Act,  provisions. 
Public  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes  is  inspected  to  determine 
that  it  is  adequate  for  the  premises,  clean,  reasonably  accessible,  well  lit 
and  in  good  order,  i.e.  “suitable  and  sufficient”,  as  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936  lays  down.  Finally,  the  new  requirements  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  which  relate  to  staff  welfare,  are  taken 
into  account. 

The  same  standards  are  being  applied  to  public  houses  as  are  applied 
to  licensed  club  premises  when  applications  for  registration  come  in. 
Both  the  police  and  the  fire  service  make  their  own  inspections  and 
reports  as  to  good  order  and  fire  prevention,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  inspections  revealed  that,  with  few  exceptions,  the  general 
standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  is  high ; in  some  public  houses  it  is 
excellent,  particularly  in  the  beer  cellars  away  from  the  public  gaze.  In 
the  course  of  these  visits  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  enjoyed  the 
ready  co-operation  of  all  sections  of  the  industry,  from  the  local  tenants 
or  managers,  area  supervisors,  clerks  of  works  and  architects  to  the 
company  management. 

Standards  of  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

In  every  case  the  premises  were  measured  in  accordance  with  the 
Liverpool  standard,  see  “The  Sanitarian”,  February  1955,  page  237.  Of 
ihe  26,  18  houses  complied  with  the  standard  and  8 did  not,  and  where 
they  failed  to  comply,  an  additional  W.C.  for  females  was  required  in 
each  case. 

Wash  Hand  Basins. 

Of  the  18,  15  had  no  public  hand  washing  facilities,  2 had  public 
facilities  with  cold  water  only,  3 had  facilities  lor  males  and  not  for 
females  and  a further  2 had  wash  basins  for  females  with  cold  water 
only .

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APPENDIX  II. 

Report  on  Shops  Act,  1950,  for  the  Year  1965. 


20  visits  were  made  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950,  11  in  connection  with  hours  of  closing  and  0 to  do  with 
other  general  matters. 

Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act,  1965. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on 
August  5th,  1965,  the  occupier  of  a shop  has  the  right  to  choose  which 
week-day  shall  be  fixed  as  the  early  closing  day  for  that  shop. 

W here,  as  in  Jarrow,  a local  Order  stipulated  a certain  week-day  to 
lie  the  early  closing  day,  that  Order  ceased  to  have  effect  on  November 
5th,  1965. 

The  Act  requires  the  occupier  of  every  shop  to  keep  “conspicuously 
displayed  in  the  shop,  so  as  to  be  visible  from  outside  the  shop  at  an 
entrance  used  by  customers,  a notice  specifying  the  day  selected  by  him 
as  the  earlv  closing  day  for  the  shop”. 

The  Act  allows  the  occupier  of  a shop  to  alter  the  early  closing  day 
but  in  general  limits  alterations  to  about  once  every  three  months. 

The  wording  of  a notice  which  the  occupier  of  a shop  is  required  to 
display  is  not  specified  but  “Early  Closing  Day  (Wednesday — 1 p.m.”  or 
“Early  Closing  Day — Closed  All  Day  (Monday)”  would  be  sufficient. 

Local  authorities  were  previously  empowered  to  fix  the  closing  time 
of  the  early  closing  day  not  later  than  2 p.m.,  but  this  power  is  now 
revoked  and  1 p.m.  is  made  the  standard  closing  time  on  the  early  closing 
dav.

APPENDIX  III. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 


Registration  and  Inspection. 

During'  the  year  twu  offices,  eight  retail  shops,  one  warehouse  and 
three  catering  establishments  were  registered.  Five  offices,  nine  retail 
shops,  two  warehouses  and  one  catering  establishment  were  removed 
from  the  register,  because  inspection  had  revealed  that  the  Act  did  not 
apply  or  because  the  premises  became  vacant.  Four  offices  and  three 
retail  shops  were  referred  to  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate  and  removed 
from  the  local  authority  register. 

Of  the  196  registered  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year  four  offices, 
two  retail  shops  and  one  catering  establishment  had  not  been  covered 
by  a general  inspection  at  the  end  of  1965.  These  seven  premises  were 
mainly  small  out  of  the  way  places  where  there  had  been  difficulty  of 
access  because  of  unusual  working  hours. 

One  of  the  initial  difficulties  was  in  classifying  the  premises  as  to 
whether  they  were  the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority  or  the  Factory 
Inspectorate  or,  where  there  was  mixed  use,  which  category  to  place 
them  in. 

Staff. 

Of  all  the  staff  employed  in  registered  premises  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act,  16%  worked  in  offices,  70.8%  in  retail  shops,  0.6  in  whole- 
sale shops  or  warehouses  and  12.6%  in  catering  establishments. 

Staff'  as  a whole  welcomed  the  visits  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  though  the  majority  of  the  staff  were  unfamiliar  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  as  were  many  shop  manages  in  smaller  estab- 
lishments. Very  few  had  taken  the  trouble  to  obtain  literature  about  the 
Act,  and,  in  thirty-four  cases,  copies  of  the  printed  abstract  of  the  Act 
were  supplied  by  this  department. 

A few  complaints  about  working  conditions  were  received  during  the 
year  and  these  were  mainly  concerned  with  inadequate  heating  facilities. 

Six  minor  accidents  were  reported,  two  of  which  warranted  invest- 
igation. 

Lighting. 

Offices — The  general  level  of  lighting  was  considered  to  be  poor, 
often  because  of  the  bad  positioning  of  light  sources  in  relation  to  work- 
ing surface.  In  no  office  was  there  auxiliary  lighting  to  desks.  In  all  but 
the  most  modern  offices  the  corridors  and  staircases  were  poorly  lit.  In 
some  the  light  bulbs  were  missing,  particularly  from  W.C.’s  and  wash 
places. 


Shops — In  the  oldc.  shops  .lie  irlilicial  lighting  was  markedly  belter 
in  the  serving  area  than  elsewhere,  whilst  in  newer  shops  the  disparity 
was  less.  Natural  lighting  was  inadequate  in  the  winter  quarter,  even  in 
new  shops  on  a reasonably  bright  day  except  near  midday. 

Again,  corridors  and  staircases  were  poorly  lit,  as  were  the  working 
surfaces  ol  food  preparation  rooms.  In  general  the  artificial  lighting  was 
tound  to  be  poor  in  the  preparation  and  store  rooms  of  food  distributors 
occupying  large  old  biddings.  (See  following  table  for  three  examples).

Standards. 

No  specific  standards  of  lighting  have  been  recommended,  although 
the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society  Code  was  mentioned  in  discuss- 
ions, and  the  British  Lighting  Council  Code  Certified  Scheme  for  Office 
Lighting  was  referred  to  where  a major  reconstruction  of  office  premises 
was  planned.  Nor  was  any  instance  of  excessive  glare  noticed. 

November,  1965. 

As  requested  in  L.A.  Circular  9 (Supplement  No.  1)  light  meter 
readings  were  taken  in  November.  Nine  offices  and  nine  shops  were 
chosen  as  a representative  cross  section  of  conditions  in  the  area.  The 
readings  obtained  are  set  out  in  the  tables  below.

The  commoner  contraventions  were  the  absence  of  the  statutory 


notice  or  abstract  of  the  Act,  the  absence  of  a thermometer  or  first  aid 
box  and  the  lack  of  a hot  water  supply  to  existing  wash  basins  which 
serve  as  personal  washing  facilities.  Whilst  many  food  slicing  machines 
were  found  to  be  inadequately  guarded,  the  owners  had  found  it  difficult 
to  obtain  the  recommended  blade  guards  and  fittings  through  the  normal 
channels  of  supplv.  That  position  improved  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
after  consultations  between  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  manufac- 
turers of  the  slicing  machines.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  supply  of 
recommended  guards  will  improve  quickly. 

Re-visiting. 

Now  that  almost  all  of  the  registered  premises  in  the  Borough  have 
been  subjected  to  an  initial  general  inspection  and  much  of  the  work 
required  has  been  carried  out,  a system  of  re-visiting  needs  to  be  put 
into  operation,  and  this  should  dove-tail  in  with  visits  to  premises  for 
other  reasons  e.g.  food  hygiene.  During  1966  it  is  intended  also  to  visit 
premises  which  have  not  registered,  to  determine  whether  they  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act.  A general  inspection  will  then  be  made  of 
those  which  need  it.  There  is  a limited  amount  of  follow  up  work  to  be 
done  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  original  inspection  have  all 
been  satisfactorily  met  and,  in  particular,  to  ensure  that  machine  guards 
are  brought  up  to  present  day  design  standards. 
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
